ver this labour ofour P:n, and fir fill, tiftic ſhall pleafe God fo to enlighren; 
the AﬀeRtions and Underitandings of Ovr good Subjets on Our behalfe 
(which We doubt notbur that in his good time he will doe) that they may, 
fe our ſufferings are their fafſerings. But, ſince intead of applying themſelves 
w.the Mcthod propoſed by Us, of making luch ſolid particular Propolittons, 
8s might eltabliſh a good Underſtanding berweene Us, or of followingthe, 
advice of our Councell of Scand .( with whom they communicate their af- 


faires)in forbearing all meanes that may make the breach wider and wou 
deeper, they have choſen to purſue Us with new Reproaches.or rather to con 
ti mcand improve the old, by adding and varying little Circumitances, and 
Language, in many matters formerly urged by them, and fully anſwered by 
Us, We prevailed with Our Selfe, upon very mature and particular conlides 
ration of jt; to anſwer the late Printed Pooke, intituled, A Declaration or

Ay laſt, to be Printed and pnblithed, gon that they would put Uy 
to no more of this trouble, but that that ſhould have beene the laſt of ſuch a 
nature they would have commuanicated to Our People, and that they would 
noe, as they havedone ſince, thought fit to affault us with a Newer Declara- 
tign, indeed ofa very new Nature and Learning, which muſt have another 
Apfwer. And We doubtnot butthat Our good Subjefts, in ſhort time, will

might manifeſt and publiſh his Mercy in onr deliverance, We mult profetic 
We doe not know tholedeliverances mentioned in the beginning of that Der 
claration, from ſo many wicked Plots and Delignes lince the beginning of this 
Parliament, which, ifthey had taken effeRt, would have _ ruine and 
deſtrution upon this Kingdome. We well know the great latour and skill 
back beene-uicd ro amateand afright Our good Subjets with teares, andap» 
rehentfions of Plots and Confpiracies, theſeverall Pamphlets publiſhed, and 
$ ſcattered up and downe tull of ſuch ridiculous contemptible Animad= 
verlions to that prypoſe, as (though they found, for what end God knowes, 
very unuluall countenance ) no ſober man would be moved with them : But 
We muit confeſe, We have never beene able to informe Qur Selte of any ſuch 
pernivious formed Defigne againſt the Peace of this Kingdome, fince the be- 
uming of this Parliament, asis mentioned in that Declaration, or might 
—_ warrant tothoſe great Feares both Our Houſesof Parliament ſeemed to 
be tranſported wich, bnt We have great cauſe to belecye more milchiete and 
danger batly beene raiſed and begotten to the diſturbance of this Kin ; 
then cured or prevented by thoſe Feares and Tealoufies: And therefore hows 
ever t:e rumour and d{conrie of Plots and Confpiracies may have beene ne» 
celfary'to the defignes of particular men, they (hall doe well not to paypny 
falſe devorions to Almighty God, who diſcernes whether Our dangers are res 
all or pretended. 
For thebringing up of the Army to London, as We have heretofore (by no 
other dire&ion then the te-timony ofa good confrience) called God to wits 
elle We never had, or knew of any ſuch Reſolution, ſo upon the view of the 
Depolitions now pnb!tſhed with that Declaration,it is not evident to Us there 
was ever ſuch a Deiigne, unlefle very looſe Diſcourſe or Argument be inſtance 
enough of fuch a Ne'igne: And itis apparent,that what was ſaid of it, was 
nzere three moneths before the diſcovery to both Houſes of Parliamenty{othat 
ifthere were any danger threatned that way,it vaniſhed without any reliltance 
or prevention,by the Wiſdome, Power,or Authority of them. 
ſeemes the intention ofthat Declaration (whatſoever otherend it hath} 
is to Anſwera Declaration they received from Us, in Anſwer to that which 
was preſented to Us at New-merket, the ninth of March Iaft , and likewiſe to 
Oar An'wer to the Petition of both Houſes, preſented to Us at Torkezthe twen= 
ty lixt of A72rch lalt, Bur before that Declaration fals upon any particulars of 
Our 1taid Declaration or Anſiver, it complaines, Fhat the heads of the Malig-» 
nant Party have with much Art and Induſtry adviſed Us to ſuffer divers nnjutt 
ſcandals and Impurations upon the Parliament, to be publiſhed in our Name, 
whereby chey might make it odious to the People, and by their been 
iſhed b 
Us, Weare {til] to feeke for the Heads of that Malignant Party, But Ow 
[good Subjc&s will catily naderitand, Thy 
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fion, We muſt not onely be ative in raiſing the ſcandall, but paſſive in the MiG 
<chiefe begotten by that Scandall, Wevbeing an efſen'iall part of the Parlia- 
"ment: and We hope the juit defence of - Qur Sel fe, and Our Authority, and 
the necefary vindication of Our Innocence and Tuitice, fron the Imputation 
laid on Usby a major part, then preient, of either, or both Houties, ſhall no 
mor. be called a ſcandal! upon the Parliament, then the opinion of fuch & part 
be reputed an AQt of Parliament : And We hope Our good Subj &s will not 
be long miſ-led by that common expreſſion in all the Declarations ( wherein 
they we the word Parliament, and apply it to countenance any Reſoluti- 
on or Vote ) ſome few havea minde to make, by calling it, T he Reſontion of 
Parliament, which can never be without Our conſent; Neither can the Vote 
of either, or both Houſes, make a greater alteration in the Lawes of this King- 
dome (lo ſolemnely made by the advice of their Predeceſſours, with-the con- 
currence of Us and Our Anceltours) either by commanding or inhibiting a- 
ny thing (belides the knowne Rule of the Law) then Our iingle Direftian or 
Mandatecan doe, to which We doenot aſcribe the Authority. 

But that Declaration informes Our People that the Malignant party hath 
drawne Us into the Northerne parts farre trom Our Parliament, It might 
more truely and properly have ſaid, That it hath diiven, then drawne Us hi- 
ther. For Weconfelſe, Our Journey hither (-for which We have no other 
reaſon to be ſorry, then with reference to the cauſe of it) was onely forced 
wpon Us by the true Malignant Parcy which contrived and countenanced thoſe 
barbarous Tumults and other leditious Circumitances of which We have fo 
often complained; and,he;eatrer ſhall ſay more, and which indeed threatens 
ſo much danger to our Perſon, and laid io mh ſcandall upon the whole Pri- 
viledge and Dignity of Parliament, that We wonder it can be mentioned 
without Bluſhes or Indignation: But of that anon. But why the Malignant 
Party ſhould be charged wich cauling a Preſſe to be tranſported to Yorke, We 
cannot imagine, neither have any Papers or Writings iſſued trom thence to 
Our knowledge, but what have beene extorted from Us by ſuch provocations 
as have not beene before offcred to a King. And no doubt it will appeare a 
moſttriviall and fond Exception, when all Preſſes are open to vent whatſoe- 
yer they thinke fir to ſay to the people, a thing unwarranted by former cu- 
tome) that We fhould not make uſe ot all lawtull meanes to publiſh Our 
Jaſt and neceſſary Anſwers thereunto. As for the Authority of the great 
Seale ( thongh Wedoe not know that it hath beene neceffary to things of 
this nature-) the ſameſhal! be more frequently ulcd hereafter, as occation 
{hall require, to which We makeno doubt the greater and. better part of 
Our Privy Corncell will concurre, and whoſe Advice we are reſolved to 
follow, as farre as ir ſhall be agrecable ro the good and welfare of the King- 
dome. 

Before that Declaration youchſafes to inſiſt on any particulars, it'is plea- 
fed ro tenfare both Our Declarat'on and Anſwer, to be filled with

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Cenſures,and cauſelefſe Charges upon the Parliament, (il! mirapplyingths 
word Parliament to the Vote of both Houſes) concerning which they reſolve 
to give ſatisfa&ion to the hingdome, fince they find it very difficult to fa- 
tishe Us. If, as in the uſage of the word Parliament, they have left Us out 
of their thoughts ; ſo by the word Kingdome, they intend to exclude all 
Our people, who are out of their walls : (tor that's growne another phraſe 
' of the Time, the Vote of the major part of both houſes, and ſometimes of 
one, *i5 now ealled,T he Reſolwtion of the whole Kingdome ) We belceve it may not 
be hard to give ſatisfaCtion to themſelves; otherwiſe Weare confdent (and 
Our confidence proceeds from the uprightnefſe of our owne Conſcience ) 
they will never be able ſo to lever the affections of us and our Kingdome,thar 
what cannot be ſatisfaftion to the one ſhall be to the other, Neither will 
'the Stile of Humble, and Faithfull, and te!ling Us, That they will make 
Ls a Great and Glorious King, in their Petitions and Remonſtrances, ſo 
deceive Our good Subj:&s, that they will paſſe over the ens Th Threats, 
and Menaces they are ſtuffed with, which ſure could not be more gently re- 
prehended by Us, then by ſaying, Their © 2205 were different from the 
uſuall Language to Princes, which that Declaration tels you, We had no oc- 
calijon to {A . Bur Webelceve, whoſoever lookes over that Declaration pre- 
ſented to iþ at Newmarket, to which Ours was an Anſwer, will find the 
Language throaghout is, to be ſo unuſual], that, before this Parliament, it 
could never be parallelPd , whiles under pretence of juſtifying their feares, 
they give ſo much countenance to the diſcourſe of the Rebels of Ireland, as if 
they had a mind Our good Sub jeQts ſhould give credit to it: Otherwife, being 
warranted by the ſame evidence,which they have {:ncepubliſhed, they would

miſtake the Snbſtance or Loy icte of the MeTape to Us at Theobalds,concerning + 
the Militia, which wasno other, and is ſtated ro be no other ( even by thar 
Declaration which reproved Us) then a plainethreat, Thae if We refuſed te 
joyne with them, they would make al aw without Us : nor hath the Pra- 
Rice ſince that time been other, which will never be juſtified ro the moſt ordi- 
nary ( ff nor partial] )underltandings, by the meere averring it to be accor- 
ding to the fundamentalLLawes of this Kingdome, without giving any dire» 
Qion, that the moſt cunning and Tearned men in the Lawes, may be able ts 
find thoſe foundations. And We muſt appeale toall the World, Whether t 
might not with as much Juſtice, and by as muck Law, have fcized upon the 
eſtate of every Member of both Houſes, who diffented from that pretended

gardand Reverence had beene given to our Words,and that Conſent and Obe- 
dienceto ourcounſels, which we did expeR,there had beene before chis timea 
cheertull calme upon the face of the whole Kingdome, every man enjoyin; 

his owne, with all poſſible Peace and Security that can be imagined, which 
fucely thoſe mendo not defire, who (after all thoſe Als of Jultice and Fa- 
vour paſſed by Us this Parliament, all thoſeaffronts and auFerings. endured 
and undergone by Us) thinke fit itill co reproach us with Ship-Money, Coac 
and Condu&-Money, and other thingsſo abundanly declared , as that De- 
claration it ſelfe confeſſes in the generall Remonitrance of the State of the 


Kingdome, publiſked in November laſt, which we wonder to fnd now avow- ' 


ed to be the Remonſtrance of both Houſes, and which We aſſure was preſen- 
ted to Us only by the Houſe of Commons, & did never, and We ae confident, 
in that timze,could never have paſſed the Houle of Peeres; the Concurrence 
and Authority of which was not then thought necefary .

And We call Almighty God to wit- 
neſeall Our Complaintsand Jealoufies, which have never beene cauſclefle, nor 
of Our Houſes of Parliament ( butof ſome few Scbiſmaticall, Fa&iou 
and Ambitious Spirits, and upon grounds, as ſhort time, Wee feare, will 
jaitife the World ) Our deniall of the . Militis, Our abſenting Qur Selte 
from L:4on, . have beene the effets ofan upright and faith full affe&ion to 
Dur Englifh ſubjc&s, that we may be able (through all the inconveniences We 
afe compelled to wraſtle with) at lait to preierve and reitore their Religion, 
Lawcs.,and liberties unto them.

received none atall , Onely inthe intant, withoat offering any thing of their

Upon viewingchis Order We muſt contefſe We were ſomewhat amazed, ha- 
ving never {zene or heard of the like, though We had knowne Menibers of cis. 
ther Houſe committed without fo much Formality as We had uſed, and uport 
Crimes ofa farce inferiour natureto thoſe We had ſuggeſted; and having ns 
- courſe propoſed to Us for Our proceeding, We were upon the matter onely 
to!d, That againſt rhoſe Perſons We were not to proceed at all ; That they 
were above Qur reach, or the reach of the Law , it was not caliefor Us to re- 
folve what to doe : If We imployed Our Minilters of Juſtice in the uſual way 
for their apprehenſion (who without doubt would not have refuſed to exe- 
cute Our lawfull Commands ) We ſaw what Reliltance and {tion was 
liketo be made, which very probably might cot ſome bioud; It Wee far Rill 
and delifted upon this terrour, We ſhould at the beſt have confeſſed Our owne 
want of power, and the weakneſſe of the Law : In this ſtraight We put on a 
ſudden Reſolution to try whether our ownepreſence , and a cleare diſcove 
of Our Intentions (which haply might not have beene ſo well underſtood) 
could remove thole doubts, nd prevent thoſe inconveniences which ſeemed 
to have beene threatned ; and thereupon We reſolved to goe in Our owne Per- 
fon to our Houſe of Commons, which We diſcovered not till the very minute 
of Our going, when We ſent out that Our Servants, and ſuch Gentlemen as 
were then in Our Court, ſhould attend Us to Yeſtminſter ; but giving them 
expreſfſe command (as We have exprefſed in Our Anſwer to the Ordinance) 
thatno Accidents or Provocation ſhould draw them to any ſuch Aﬀion as 
might imply a purpoſe of force in Us, and Our Selfe (requiring thoſe of Our 
Traine not to come within the doore ) went into the Houſe of Commons : 
the bare doing of which We did not then conceive would haye beene thought 
morea breach of Priviledge, then if We had gone to the Houſe of Peeres,and 
ſent for them to com* to Us, which is the uſuall cutome, We uſed the belt 
expreſſions We could to afſure them how far We were from any Intention of 
violating their Priviledges, That Weintended to procecd I egally and Speedily 
againſt the perſons We had accuſed, and deiired therefore, it they were in the 
Houle, that they might be delivered to Us, or it abſent, that ſuch courſe 

ight be taken tor their forth-comming as might ſatisfie Our juſt demands, 
_ ſo Wedeparted, having no other purpoſe of force , if they had beene in 
- the Houſe, then We have before protelted, before God, in-Our Anſwer to the 
Ordinance.
